1. (Currently amended) A porformonoo onhanoing method of providing a 
performance-enhancing way of accessing frequently-accessed file system 
objects comprising the steps of; 

determining a plurality of at least one frequently-accessed file system 
obj e cts object in a file system that ar e fr e qu e ntly b ei ng acc e s se d upon 
mounting the file system at a mount point on a computer system , each file 
system object having a pathname and an inode number, the inode number 
for locating the file system object on a storage system; 

entering the pathname of eaeh- the at least one file system object into a 
memory system; and 

cross-referencing the pathname of eaeft the at least one tile system object 
in the memory system with its inode number thereby enabling the inode 
number to be obtained with one memory access. 

2. (Currently amended) The porformanco enhancing method of Claim [[1]] 3 
wherein a pathnamo i o the pathnames In the extended attribute file are 
relative to the mount point ontorod into tho momory oyotom whon a f i lo 
oyotom conta i ning tho filo oyotom objoot i o mountod onto tho oyctom . 

3. (Currently amended) The porformonoo onhano i ng method of Claim [[2]] 1 
wherein the determining step includes the step of obtaining from an 
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extended attribute file a list of pathnames to be entered Into the memory 
system, the extended attribute file being associated with the mounted file 
system. 

4. (Currently amended) The performance enhancing method of Claim [[2]] 1 
wherein the determining step includes the step of obtaining a iHe 
pathname from a user. 

5. (Currently amended) The porformanco onhanoing method of Claim [[2]] 1 
wherein the determining step includes the step of monitoring accesses to 
a file system object within a certain time span. 

6. (Currently amended) The p e rformance - enhanc i ng method of Claim [[2]] 1 
wherein a the pathname of a- the file system object and its cross- 
referenced inode number are removed from the memory system when the 
file system containing the file system object is unmounted. 

7. (Currently amended) The performance-enhancing method of Claim [[2]] 1 
wherein a pathname of a file system object and its cross-referenced inode 
number is removed from the memory system when a user so ordered. 

8. (Currently amended) A computer program on a computer readable 
medium for enhancing performance of a system when freouentiv- 
accessed file system objects are being accessed comprising; 

code means for determining a p l ura li ty of at least one frequently-accessed 
file system objooto object in a file system that aro froquontly boing 
oooooood upon the tile system being mounted at a mount point on the 
system , each file system object having a pathname and an Inode number, 
the inode number for locating the file system object on a storage system; 
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code means for entering the pathname of eaefc the at least one file system 
object into a memory system; and 

code means for cross-referencing the pathname of each the at least one 
file system object in the memory system with its i-node number thereby 
allowing the inode number to be obtained with one memory access. 

9. (Currently amended) The computer program of Claim [[8]] 10 wherein a 
pnthnnmo l o the pathnames In the extended attribute file are relative to the 
mount point ontorod i nto tho momory oyotom whon q filo Gyptom 
conta i n i ng th e f i l e syst e m obj e ct ie mount e d onto th e syst e m . 

10. (Original) The computer program of Claim B wherein the determining code 
means includes code means for obtaining from an extended attribute file a 
list of pathnames to be entered into the memory system, the extended 
attribute file being associated with the mounted file system. 

11. (Currently amended) The computer program of Claim 8 wherein the 
determining code means includes code means for obtaining obtaining a 
itifi pathname from a user. 

12. (Original) The computer program of Claim 8 wherein the determining code 
means includes code means for monitoring accesses to a file system 
object within a certain time span. 

13. (Currently amended) The computer program of Claim 8 wherein a the 
pathname of a the file system object and its cross-referenced inode 
number are removed from the memory system when the file system 
containing the file system object Is unmounted. 
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14. (Original) The computer program of Claim 8 wherein a pathname of a file 
system object and its cross-referenced inode number is removed from the 
memory system when a user so ordered. 

15. (Currently amended) A system comprising: 

at least one storage system for storing code data; and 

at least one processor for processing the code data to determine a 
plura l ity of at least one frequently-accessed file system objooto object in a 
file system that ar e fr e qu e ntly b ei ng acG e s se d upon the file system being 
mounted at a mount point on the system , each file system object having a 
pathname and an inode number, the inode number for locating the file 
system object on a storage system, to enter the pathname of e ach the at 
least one file system object into a memory system, and to cross-reference 
the pathname of ea ch the at least one file system object in the memory 
system with its inode number thereby allowing the inode number to be 
obtained with one memory access. 

16. (Currently amended) The system of Claim [[15]] 12 wherein a pothnomo is 
the pathnames in th e extended attribute file are relative to the mount point 
ontorod i nto tho momory cyctom whon a f i lo cyctom contain i ng tho ti l o 
system object is mounted onto tho system . 

17. (Original) The system of Claim 15 wherein the code data is further 
processed to obtain from an extended attribute file a list of pathnames to 
be entered into the memory system, the extended attribute file being 
associated with the mounted file system. 
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18. (Currently amended) The system of Claim 15 wherein the code data Is 
further processed to obtain a pathname from a user. 

19. (Original) The system of Claim 15 wherein the code data is further 
processed to monitor accesses to a file system object within a certain time 
span. 

20. (Currently amended) The system of Claim 15 wherein a the pathname of a* 
the file system object and its cross-referenced inode number are removed 
from the memory system when the file system containing the file system 
object is unmounted.
